Kinley arrived here today and will visit 
Camp Wikoff tomorrow, with Secretary 
Alger, who arrived from Washington. 
C a n to n , O., Sept. 2.—A grand dem- 
jnstratlon occurred here about noon 
yesterday in honor of President Mc­ 
Kinley and Secretary of State Day. 
Out of respect for the president’s ex­ 
pressed wish that his present visit ^be 
informal, the affair was to a consider- 
^ le extent unorganized and partook 
largely of (he nature of a spontaneous 
outburst of enthusiasm. 
The people of the community turned 
out enmasse and from ‘the depot to the 
Barber residence, where the McKinleys 
are the guests of Mrs. McKinley’s sister, 
the streets, bright and cheerful with 
dags and other displays of the national 
colors, were a mass of humanity. The 
arrivai was so n ear the noon hour that 
employes of many factories succeeded 
in securing an early shut down and 
joined the throng about the station. 
President and Mrs. McKinley were 
driven direct to the Barber home,where 
their stay of a few hours was shorn of 
all form ^ty. Between 5 and 6 o’clock 
they boarded a special train on the 
Pennsylvania lines and proceeded east­ 
ward. Major Webb 0. Hlayes, as well 
as Colonel and Mrs. Myron X. Herrick, 
were of the eastbound pdlty leaving 
here. 
The cheers and the shouts of enthus­ 
iastic 
Cantonians, which welcomed 
President McKinley and party to Can­ 
ton in the morning, were more than 
duplicated last evening in bidding them 
farewell as they boarded the train to 
bear them toward the camp of volun­ 
teer soldiers at Montauk Point. The 
reception committee and the old Canton 
troop of horsemen, so conspicuous in 
the campaign which made William Mc- 
Kiuley president, acted as escort to the 
departing tram, as well as from the ar- 
iTvnig train. 
The hour of departure, 
about (J o'clock last night, made it pos­ 
sible for even a larger number of fieo- 
ple 10 gather at the station to witness 
tiie departure and there was such cheer- 
iuj: and enthusiasm as has not been 
manifested m Canton in many a day 
from about the railroad grouuds and 
tile surrounding streets. 
The president seemed to greatly ap­ 
preciate the greetings of his old neigh­ 
bors and friends and just as the train 
wa.s starting he stepped upon the rear 
platform to say a few words to them. 
He only had time to say: 
“It always gives me pleasure to meet 
you and it is always with regret that I 
leave you.” 
This 
sentiment was greeted with 
cheer after, and before the president 
could .say* more, the throttle of the en­ 
gine had been ojiened and his train was 
under way. 
Aside from the president, Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinley and those who accompanied 
them 'fr. m the White House, the train 
carried Colonel Webb C. Hayes, Colonel 
and Mrs Ivjyrou T. Herrick of Cleve- 
lai.(| aud Ma.ster William Barber, Birs. 
Mcivmley’s nephew, who is going to 
visit witu them for a time. 
During the afternoon President Mc­ 
Kinley walked unattended about the 
streets near his old home, calling on 
some of his old neighbors and friends. 
Much of the afternoon he spent on the 
broad porch of the old SMton home­ 
stead, which for so many years was his 
Canton home. 
Here he shook hands 
with and gi*eeted hundreds of his old 
friends, wdio broke over the generally 
observed plan of giving him the great­ 
est possible rest during his brief visit. 
At the same time Mrs. McKinley was 
informally entertaining many of her old 
friends in the house, now occupied by 
her sister. Mrs. M. C. Barber. 
Among those who called upon the 
president were a number of soldiers in 
the volunteer service lately returned 
from Cuba, of whom Canton furmshed 
some 300 or 400. Their happy faces as 
they were greeted by the" president 
showed how pleased they were to meet 
their commander-in-chief. In patriotic 
terms they referred to the servicej|they 
had been called upon to perform in be­ 
half of their country and manifested a 
jast pride in the ordeals they had en­ 
countered in the discharge of the duties 
of which they were cfdled.

Looking to the view the whole 
nation has adopted regarding the guilt 
of Dreyfus, it is argued that Henry

In that case 
Henry might have posed as a martyr to 
misguided patriotism. 
The traditions of the intelligence de­ 
partment, which at the time of the con­ 
demnation of Dreyfus was under a 
conspicuous anti-Semite, Colonel Saud- 
herr, would probably have led a blunt 
mind like Lieutenant Colonel Henry’s 
to construe the slightest hint from 
above of the desirability of kiJiing off 
the anti-Dreyfus agitation into an order 
to do so by any means. 
Colonel Sandherr, who was then suf­ 
fering from an incipient paralysis, 
seems to have been the head of a gen­ 
eral conspiracy to hunt Jewish officers 
out of the French army. Dreyfus, a 
man of haughty demeuiour, but of 
gr(>at strategic knowledge, might n at­ 
urally be selected as a victim. 
It is asserted that Colonel Sandherr’s 
last days were haunted by a fear, 
amounting to terror, lest the illegal and 
flippant nature of the evidence upon 
which Captain Dreyfus was condemned 
should be revealed aud weaken the 
prestige of the intelligence department 
and that he enjoined upon Henry, his 
subordinate, to guard the department’s 
traditions at all costs. 
The carelessness of the authorities in 
allowing Henry to have a razor and in 
not watching him is generally in ter­ 
preted as connivauce and perhaps, as 
persuasion, since officers under arrest 
and likely to 1>b condemned, shonld, ac­ 
cording to military regulations, be con­ 
stantly 
watched, 
while

Speculation is keenest over the mo­ 
tor Lieutenant Colonel Henry’s 
suicide. Looking to the view the whole 
nation has adopted regarding the guilt 
of Dreyfus, it is argued that Henry 
may have supposed he was acting in 
the country’s interests even in forging 
the letter, which would 
notify the 
nation of the justice of the sentence 
without production of the real evidence, 
which would be undesirable on the 
highest political grounds. In that case 
Henry might have posed as a m artyr to 
misguided patriotism. 
The traditions of the intelligence de­ 
partment, which at the time of the con­ 
demnation of Dreyfus was under a 
conspicuous anti-Semite, Colonel Sand- 
herr, would probably have led a blunt 
mind like Lieutenant Colonel Henry’s 
to construe the slightest hint from 
above of the desirability of killing off 
the anti-Dreyfus agitation into an order 
to do so by any means. 
Colonel Sandherr, who was then suf­ 
fering from an incipient paralysis, 
seems to have been the head of a gen­ 
eral conspiracy to hunt Jewish officers 
out of the French army. Dreyfus, a 
man of haughty demeniour, but of 
great strategic knowledge, might nat­ 
urally be selected as a victim. 
It is asserted that Colonel Sandlierr’s 
last days were haunted by a fear, 
amounting to terror, lest the illegal and 
flippant nature of the evidence upon 
which Captain Dreyfus was condemned 
should be revealed and weaken the 
prestige of the intelligence department 
and that he enjoined upon Henry, his 
subordinate, to guard the department’s 
traditions at all costs. 
The carelessness of the authorities in 
allowing Henry to have a razor and in 
not watching him is generally inter­ 
preted as connivance and perhaps, as 
persuasion, since officers under arrest 
and likely to be condemned, should, ac­ 
cording to military regulations, be con­ 
stantly 
watched, 
while 
Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry was left for hours alone 
and allowed to lock the door on the in­ 
side. If there were persuasion it is not 
likely to have been difficult. Had Henry 
been expelled from the army, both him­ 
self and wife would have lost all pen­ 
sion rights. As it is, the widow becomes 
entitled to a handsome pension. 
This seems a more likely motive than 
the explanation based upon the alleged 
incoherent letter he left behind, that he 
had lost his reason.

G reat R eception by th e P eop le of Can­ 
ion—Visited th e G raves of Dead R ela­ 


tives Before Leaving. 


New Y ork, Sept. 2.—President Mc­ 
Kinley arrived here today and will visit 
Camp Wikoff tomorrow, w ith Secretary 
Alger, who arrived from W ashington. 
Canton, 0 „ Sept. 2.—A grand aem 
anstratlon occurred here about noon 
yesterday in honor of President Mc­ 
Kinley and Secretary of State Day. 
Out of respect for the president's ex­ 
pressed wish th a t his present visit Nbe 
informal, the affair was to a consider­ 
able extent unorganized and partook 
largely of the nature of a spontaneous 
outburst of enthusiasm . 
The people of the com m unity turned 
out enmasse and from the depot to the 
Barber residence, where the McKinleys 
are the guests of Mrs. M cKinley’s sister, 
the streets, bright and cheerful w ith 
flags and other displays of the national 
colors, were a m ass of hum anity. 
The 
arrival was so near the noon hoar th at 
employes of m any factories succeeded 
in securing an early shut down and 
joined the throng about the station. 
President and Mrs. M cKinley were 
driven direct to the Barber homo,where 
their stay of a few hours was shorn of 
all formality. 
Between 5 and 6 o’clock 
they boarded a special train on the 
Pennsylvania lines and proceeded east­ 
ward. M ajor W ebb O. Hayes, as well 
as Colonel and Mrs. M yron J . Herrick, 
were of the eastbound patty leaving 
here. 
The cheers and the shouts of enthus­ 
iastic 
Cantonians, 
w hich welcomed 
President M cKinley and party to Can­ 
ton in the m orning, were more than 
duplicated last evening in bidding them 
farewell as they boarded the train to 
bear them tow ard the cam p of volun 
teer soldiers at M ontauk Point. 
The 
reception committee and the old Canton 
troop of horsemen, so conspicuous in 
the campaign w hich made W illiam Mc­ 
Kinley president, acted as escort to the 
departing train, as well as from the ar­ 
riving train. 
The hour of departure, 
about (I o'clock last night, made it pos­ 
sible for even a larger num ber of peo­ 
ple to gather at the station to witness 
the departure and there was such cheer­ 
ing and enthusiasm as has not been 
manifested rn Canton in m any a day 
from about the railroad grounds and 
the surrounding streets. 
The president seemed to greatly ap­ 
preciate the greetings of his old neigh­ 
bors and friends and just as the train 
was starting he stepped upon the rear 
platform to say a few words to them .

Accordin g to the 
prev iously arran ged programme, the 
Swede was in his position by the side 
of the lon e pin e tree, stan din g at the 
top of the steep bluff, hun dreds of feet 
abov e the town an d bey on d the soun d 
of human v oice. 
At 2 o’clock the sign al to begin was 
“wigwagged” to him, an d he “ wig­ 
wagged” back “ All right” an d began 
climbin g the tree, which rose with a 
beautiful straight trun k for 150 feet.

A big man had come in the 
morning and said an ambulance would 
be there to take us to the train, bat 
Doctor Hobbs came and said he coaid 
not get one. I told him I woald be at 
the depot before train time, and I was. 
I got my bundle and started, and I never 
w ant to pass through a similar experi­ 
ence. It was only half a mile but it 
seemed like IO. W hen I fell down I 
crawled a while, and then tried to walk 
again. Once I met some ladies and 
they pitied me and gave me some fruit. 
I ate it at once and felt better. I tell 
yon I was glad when I reached the 
station and saw Doctor Hobbs and the 
boys ready to come home. 
From that 
time I got stronger, and now I feel 
pretty good. 
“ I don’t know who is to blame, but I 
am sore some one should be held re­ 
sponsible for the treatm ent sick soldiers 
receive in the detention hospital.” 


CRAWLED A PART OF THE WAY 


There Wan No One to Help Him and He 
Helped Him Heir, Although He Had Been 
111 For Weeks—Doctor’* Care Little For 
Patients at Montauk. 


" I wouldn’t like to pass through the 
experience again, for I don’t believe any 
man can stand very much of it. 
Life 
In those hospital tents, except the gen­ 
eral hospital at Montauk, is not calcu­ 
lated to make a man round and sleek 
end fat, for they give him so little atten­ 
tion that what food he does get is sim­ 
ply a waste of sick rations.” 
The speaker was Private Percy Al­ 
bright who came from Camp Wikoff the 
other day with Doctor Hobbs. 
He was 
remembered by his friends as a light 
hearted boy, but he came borne filled 
w ith those thoughts which do not make 
men smile and put pounds of flesh on 
their bones. Continuing he said: 
" I had been sick before we left Onba, 
end spent the voyage in what they 
oalled the hospital of the ship. 
It was 
not a pleasant place at all, and when 
they scrubbed the deck above the water 
came through in little streams. There 
was nothing to do but stand it for no 
one seemed to know a remedy. 
“ When the voyage was over, we 
Were informed that we were to go to the 
hospital. Two men led me to where 
the ambulance would come, they said, 
and I lay down on a sack of something. 
In about five minutes it came, and I was 
pat in with two other men, and we 
started for the hospital. On our way 
we 
stopped 
at 
a small bnilding, J 
and 
the 
driver 
got 
each 
of 
us a pipe and some tobacco. 
W hen we 
reached the general hospital one man 
was put off, and the rest of us were 
driven to the other about half a mile 
over the hill. 
“ It consists of a number of tents, each 
Supplied w ith accommodations for sev­ 
eral men. In ours there were five. Some­ 
body told me to take off my clothes, 
and I removed my coat and vest and 
lay down on the oot they said was mine. 
That was early in the evening, and I 
heard nothing until late that night, 
when an attendant came. 
He told me 
to remove my pants, aud gave me a 
drink Qf water. That was the last I 
saw of him until the next evening,when 
he came and 
gave me some oat*

TREE AS FLAGSTAFF. 


A Unique Flag Raising on a Mountain 
Top. 
The town of Pigeon, Pa., boasts of a 
novelty in the way of a flag pole which 
cannot be duplicated by any other town 
in the United Staten, and all because of 
the enthusiasm of a Swede who has en­ 
joyed the air of free America only long 
enough to take out his first naturaliza­ 
tion papers. 
The people of the town wanted to 
raise a flag pole, and it was suggested 
by this young man that a tall pine tree 
standing on the hilltop 800 feet above 
the level of the town be made into a 
flag pole just where it stood, and that 
he woald volunteer lo nail the flag to 


its top ana strip tne tree of its brancUeB. 
The suggestion was accepted, and on a 
given day the people flocked to the 
town, 1,000 iu number, to witness the 
novel flag raising. 
According to the 
previously arranged programme, the 
Swede was in his position by the side 
of the lone pine tree, standing at the 
top of the steep bluff, hundreds of feet 
above the town and beyond the sound 
of human voice. 
At 2 o’clock the signal to begin was 
“ wigwagged” to him, and he “ wig­ 
wagged” back “ All right” and began 
climbing the tree, which rose with a 
beautiful straight trunk for 150 feet. 
With the aid of climbers it was easy 
work to reach the lower branches, when 
he became hidden from the view of the 
crowd so far below him. In about ten 


minutes the people saw the topmost 
branches of the tree begin to fall and 
the bare trunk to appear. W ith the aid 
of a fieldglass the work of the man in 
the tree top was closely watched as he 
stripped the branches away, sawed off 
the top, capping it with a gilt ball, 
then quickly nailed the large flag un­ 
derneath. 
It floated on the breeze, and 
the band below started to play “ The 
Stai Spangled Banner,” which was fol 
lowed by the singing of “ America” by 
that large gathering of people, so that 
both music aud song reached the ear^ 
of the Swede far up the mountainside. 
And that is the way Pigeon came to 
have a flag waving 950 feet above tile 
level of her streets.—-New York Trib 
one.

The train shed is sev en times greater 
than the famou s St. Pan cras station in 
Lon don , an d the n ew St. Lou is depot, 
which is at presen t the largest in the 
world, cou ld be placed in side of it an d 
still leav e con siderable room on all 
sides. A partial idea of the immen sity 
of the work of con stru ction can be gain ­ 
ed by the su ggestion that fou r mies of 
tracks will be placed u n der thè shed 
an d 3,400 squ are feet of mosaic hav e 
been con tracted for to cov er the floors 
of the office an d waitin g rooms of the 
bu ildin g. Each ston e in this mosaic 
will av erage abou t three-qu arters of an 
in ch squ are, an d abou t 9 ,000,000 pieces 
will be u sed. 
The growin g problem of sn bu rbau 
trafile an d its in terferen ce with throu gh 
traflftc is here solv ed in a u n iqu e man ­ 
n er. The train shed cov ers two stories. 
On the lower floor there is a loop for 
the accommodation of su bu rban train s 
on ly . 
They will separate from the 
throu gh train s at some distan ce in the 
y ard, descen d a six track in clin e in to a 
tu n n el an d emerge in to a large an d 
bean tifu l u n dergrou n d apartmen t, from 
which the streets are reached by su b­ 
way s. 
On tgoin g su bu rban passen gers 
approach the station by on e set of tu n ­ 
n els; the in comin g fin d their ex it by 
an other. The loop is so arran ged as to 
accommodate 6 50 train s a day , giv in g 
ample time for them to be lotted an d 
on loaded.

The new station, which is about half 
finished, covers 14 ^ acres of ground. 
Two acres are devoted to waiting rooms, 
offices, baggage, express, restaurant and 
other accommodations, two acres more 
to power, gas aud ice plants and shops 
for immediate repair, while the train 
shed alone covers ten acres. The wait­ 
ing room is 268 feet long, 85 feet wide 
and 28 feet high. The ticket office is 
92 feet long, with 24 windows. The 
baggage room is more than 400 feet 
long and is divided into various sections 
for different railways that will have 
their terminals under the roof. 
The train shed is seven times greater 
than the famous St. Pancras station in 
London, aud the new St. Louis depot, 
which is at present the largest in the 
world, could be placed inside of it and 
still leave considerable room on all 
sides. A partial idea of the immensity 
of the work of construction can be gain­ 
ed by the suggestion that four mies of 
tracks will be placed under the shed 
and 3,400 square feet of mosaic have 
been contracted for to cover the floors 
of the office and waiting rooms of the 
building. Each stone in this mosaic 
will average about three-quarters of an 
inch square, and about 9,000,000 pieces 
will be used. 
The growing problem of suburban 
traffic and its interference with through 
traffic is here solved in a unique man­ 
ner. The train shed covers two stories. 
On the lower floor there is a loop for 
the accommodation of suburban trains 
only. 
They will separate from the 
through trains at some distance in the 
yard, descend a six track incline into a 
tunnel and emerge into a large and 
beautiful underground apartment, from 
which the streets are reached by sub­ 
ways. 
Outgoing suburban passengers 
approach the station by one set of tun­ 
nels; the incoming find their exit by 
another.

The insurgents have been battling 
with the Spanish forces for several days 
past and have driven them w ith heavy 
loss to Spain, a distance of over eleven 
miles, finally cooping them op in the 
citadel at Manila. 
Heavy firing has 
been going on in the interior for the 
past few hours, in fact ever since 5:80 
a. m., and the insurgents are said to be 
driving the enemy at all points. Volleys 
of musketry could be plainly heard a 
few moments since, in the direction of 
Manila. 
Dewey sent out an expedition the day 
before yesterday and captured a fort 
and between 900 and 1,000 Spanish 
prisoners. 
There are now 3,000 Spanish 
prisoners in confinement at Cavite. 
I have tnis information at the lips of 
Colonel A. L. Hawkins, and he assures 
me that it can be relied upon. 
All our 
men are in good health and spirits. We 
have not had a single death on board 
the Zealandia since oar departure from 
Frisco. 
W ill follow this with any news 
of importance at the earliest opportun­ 
ity. Have had no chance to go ou shore. 
Our letters will go by way of Hong 
Kong, and must be prepaid at the rate 
of 10 cents per ounce. 
Many of the 
men are without money. 
Hundreds of 
letters were placed in the mail bag 
today, after receiving * the signatnre of 
Colonel Hawkins, the men deeming 
them all right for a safe passage home 
as has been the case in the past. 
When 
informed that 10 cents per ounce must 
be forthcoming they were all at sea and 
utterly confounded. 
Your correspond- 
« nt suggested that the mail matter be 
lamped and then raise the necessary 
sum for postage from the headquarterF, 
the battery and the eight companies of 
the Tenth. 
Chaplain Hnnter with his 
usual energy, at once took the matter in 
hand, and the boys who have no funds 
will have the satisfaction of knowing 
’ that their letters will sorely find their 
w a y home to loved ones. 
We do not know when we will be 
permitted to go ashore. Colonel Hawkins 
tells os to take matters easy, as we will 
have ample time to make preparations. 
Some of the troops of the first expedi­ 
tion are now alongside in small boats, 
and they state that there is very little 
sickness among them, the worst feature 
being diarrhoea, superinduced by fool­ 
ishly drinkiog unboiled water.

Made bat 
about 5 knots per hoar last night, in 
order that we might enter the harbor of 
Manila on Sunday morning. 
We are 
pushing forward at the rate of eleven 
knots per hour, eager to meet Dewey 
and his gallant men and to greet our 
comrades 
of 
the 
first 
expedition. 
Verdure clad hills line up on port and 
starboard, and the 
soldier lads are 
crowding on deck, eager to gain a sight 
of Manila and her fortifications. 
At 
8 :30 at Cavite. W ar vessels all around 
us. 
After Captain Palmer wrote the above 
and had it ready for mailing he came in 
possession of other information and 
adds the following: 
The insurgents have been battling 
w ith the Spanish forces for several days 
past and have driven them w ith heavy 
loss to Spain, a distance of over eleven 
miles, flnaUy cooping them np in the 
citadel at Manila. 
Heavy firing has 
been going on in the interior for the 
past few hoars, in fact ever since 5 :30 
a. rn., and the insurgents are said to be 
driving the enemy at all points. Volleys 
of musketry coaid be plainly heard a 
few moments since, in the direction of 
Manila. 
Dewey sent oat an expedition the day 
before yesterday and captured a fort 
and between 900 and 1,000 Spanish 
prisoners. There are now 3,000 Spanish 
prisoners in confinement at Cavite. 
I have this information at the lips of 
Colonel A. L. Hawkins, and he assures 
me that it can be relied upon. All our 
men are in good health and spirits. We 
have not had a single death on board 
the Zealandia since oar departure from 
Frisco. 
Will follow this w ith any news 
of importance at the earliest opportun­ 
ity. Have had no chance to go on shore. 
Our letters will go by way of Hong 
Kong, and mast be prepaid at the rate 
of IO cents per ounce. 
Many of the 
men are without money. 
Hundreds of 
letters were placed in the mail bag 
today, after receiving ‘ the signature of 
Colonel Hawkins, the men deeming 
them all right for a safe passage home 
as has been the case in the past. 
W hen 
informed that IO cents per onnoe must 
be forthcoming they were all at sea and 
utterly confounded. 
Your correspond­ 
e n t suggested that the mail m atter be 
lumped and then raise the necessary 
sam for postage from the headquarters, 
the battery and the eight companies of 
the Tenth. Chaplain H unter with his 
usual energy, at once took the m atter in 
hand, and the boys who have no funds 
will have the satisfaction of knowing 
1 that their letters will surely find their 
w ay home to loved ones. 
We do not know when we will be 
permitted to go ashore. Colonel Hawkins 
tells us to take matters easy, as we will 
have ample time to make preparations. 
Some of the troops of the first expedi­ 
tion are now alongside in small boats, 
and they state that there is very little 
sickness among them, the worst feature 
being diarrhoea, superinduced by fool­ 
ishly drinking unboiled water.

knots per hoar, eager to meet Dewey 
and his gallant men and to greet oar 
comrades

the

expedition. 
Verdure clad hills line up on port and 
starboard, and the soldier lads are 
crowding on deok, eager to gain a sight 
of Manila and her fortifications. At 
8 :30 at Oavite. War vessels all aronnd 
us. 
After Captain Palmer wrote the above 
and had it ready for mailing he came in 
possession of other information and 
adds the following: 
The insurgents have been battling 
with the Spanish forces for several days 
past and have driven them with heavy 
loss to Spain, a distance of over eleven 
miles, finally cooping them up in the 
citadel at Manila. Heavy firing has 
been going on in the interior for the 
past few hoars, in fact ever since 5 :30 
a. rn., and the insurgents are said to be 
driving the enemy at all points. Volleys 
of musketry could be plainly heard a 
few moments since, in the direction of 
Manila. 
Dewey sent oat an expedition the day 
before yesterday and captured a fort 
and between 900 and 1,000 Spanish 
prisoners. Then are now 3,000 Spanish 
prisoners in confinement at Cavite. 
I have this information at the lips of 
Colonel A. L. Hawkins, and he assures 
me that it oan be relied upon. All oar 
men are in good health and spirits. We 
have not had a single death on board 
the Zealandia since oar departure from 
Frisco. Will follow this with any news 
of importance at the earliest opportun­ 
ity. Have had no chance to go on shore. 
Oar letters will go by way of Hong 
Kong, and mast be prepaid at the rate 
of IO cents per ounce. 
Many of the 
men are without money. Hundreds of 
* letters were placed in the mail bag 
today, after receiving' the signature of 
Colonel Hawkins, the men deeming 
them all right for a safe passage home 
as has been the case in the past. 
When 
informed that IO cents per onnce mast 
be forthcoming they were all at sea and 
utterly confounded. 
Your correspond­ 
ent suggested that the mail matter be 
lumped and then raise the necessary 
sum for postage from the headquarters, 
the battery and the eight companies of 
the Tenth. Chaplain Hunter with his 
usual energy, at once took the matter in 
hand, and the boys who have no funds 
will have the satisfaction of knowing 
' that their letters will surely find their 
way home to loved ones. 
We do not know when we will be 
permitted to go ashore. Colonel Hawkins 
tells us to take matters easy, as we will 
have ample time to make preparations. 
Some of the troops of the fir&i; expedi­ 
tion are now alongside in small boats, 
and they state that there is very little 
sickness among them, the worst feature 
being diarrhoea, snperindnced by fool­ 
ishly drinking unboiled water.

The officer said he was Major 
Powell, a surgeon from the United 
States transport Rio Grande. The lad, 
he said, was Herbert Horner, 8 years 
old, whose father, a member of the 
Ninth cavalry, was killed at the battle 
of El Caney. 
The boy told Agent King that two 
years ago be lived with his parents at 
Tampa, Fla., and that his mother came 
to New York. Since then he had not 
seen her. A few months ago, the lad 
said, he went with his father to Fernan­ 
dina, Fla., where the latter enlisted. 
After the father had been killed at El 
Caney Captain West of Troop A, Sixth 
cavalry, took the little fellow as a mas­ 
cot, and the boy remained with that 
command until the troop reached Camp 
Wikoff. There he was turned over to 
Major Powell. The boy asserts that he 
saw the battle of Santiago and helped 
to kill Spaniards. Major Powell says 
the troop also declared the boy was with 
them under fire and was not in the least 
alarmed and even assisted the injured 
as best he could. The society will make 
every possible effort to find the boy’s 
mother, who is supposed to be in New 
York.—New York Post.

The two officials were taken out of their 
buggy by the mob and carried in the 
direction of the mines. 
Nothing is known of their fate. 
Rev. Dr. Millard, a minister of Pana, 
made a plea to the miners to release the 
Overholts aud was knocked on the head 
with a revolver for his pains. 
The 
two officials were dragged 
from their buggy in front of the balti­ 
more and Ohio Southwestern depot. 
The seizure was made for the purpose 
of demanding the surrender of negro 
miners who had been working in union 
men’s places. 
The miners were overtaken by the 
state officials of the miners’ union and 
halted. D. J. and Lewis Overholt gave 
the committee an order to send for a 
committee of negro miners. 
Sheriff 
Coburn refused and replied, demanding 
the release of the Overholts. John Mit­ 
chell, national vice president of the 
union, sent back a note saying the 
Overholts were not in his keeping. 
The Messrs. Overliolt were released 
about 5 o’clock last evening. The strik­ 
ers are said to have voted several times 
to hang the Overholts, but were pre­ 
vented by their leaders from commit­ 
ting violence. All the saloons were 
closed last night by order of Mayor 
Penwell.

Professor Nelson G. Trefry of Toledo 
has proposed to the United States gov ­ 
ernment a nov el and practicable method 
for ridding the Cuban isle of the fev er 
and death laden airs. The propositioi* 
18 looked upon so fav orably that gov ­ 
ernment officials are corresponding with 
the professor regarding his plan. Pro 
fessor Trefry claims that Cuba and the 
other plague infested isles of the south­ 
ern seas can be made perfectly health> 
by sy stems of drainage combing with 
the growing of the eucaly ptus globulus, 
or blue gum tree of Australia. ThiK 
tree is known to scientists to be a nat­ 
ural disinfectant. Professor Trefry as­ 
serts that the planting of the gnm tree 
will work marv elous results. Territory 
which has been as good as nninhabit- 
able on account of the poisonous, germ 
laden water and air has been literally 
transformed. The tree will thriv e in 
marshes with water three to fiv e feet 
deep. 
Mr. Trefry say s it is the inteu 
tion of the United States gov ernment tc 
inangurafe this plan in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and other places w here Americans 
will rush as soon as peace has been 
fully and finally declared. The wood 
and oil of the blue gum is highly prized 
from a mercantile staudix iint, and it is 
believ ed that any outkiy now made in 
this line will be amply repaid after 
the districts are reclaimed.—Chicago 
Times-Hera Id.

Pro 
fsssor Trefry claims that Cuba and the 
other plague infested isles of the sooth 
era sms can be made perfectly health) 
by systems of drainage combined with 
the growing of the eucalyptus globulus, 
or bine gum tree of Australia. Thin 
tree is known to scientists to be a nat­ 
ural disinfectant. Professor Trefry as­ 
serts that the planting of the gum tree 
will work marvelous results. Territory 
which bas been as good as uninhabit­ 
able on account of the poisonous, germ 
laden water and air has been literally 
transformed. The tree will thrive in 
marshes with water three to five feet 
deep. Mr. Trefry says it is the inten 
tion of the United States government tc 
inaugurate this plan in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and other places where Americans 
will rush as soon as peace has been 
fully and finally declared. The wood 
and oil of the bine gum is highly prized 
from a mercantile standpoint, and it is 
believed that any outlay now made in 
this line will be amply repaid after 
the districts are reclaimed.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

Camp Wikoff tomorrow, w ith Secretary 
Aiger, who arrived from W ashington. 
C a n to n , O., Sept. 2.—A grand dem­ 
onstration occurred here about noon 
yesterday in honor of President Mc­ 
Kinley and Secretary of State Day. 
Out of respect for the president’s ex­ 
pressed wish th a t his present visit vbe 
inform al, the affair was to a consider- 
dole extent unorganized and partook 
largely of the nature of a spontaneous 
outburst of enthusiasm . 
The people of the com m unity turned 
out enmasse and from the depot to the 
Barber residence, where the McKinleys 
are the guests of Mrs. M cKinley’s sister, 
the streets, bright and cheerful w ith 
flags aud other displays of the national 
colors, were a mass of hum anity. 
The 
arrival was so near the noon hour th at 
employes of m any factories succeeded 
in securing an early shut down and 
joined the throng about the station. 
president and Mrs. M cKinley were 
driven direct to the Barber home,where 
their stay of a few hoars was shorn of 
all formality. 
Between 5 and 6 o’clock 
they boarded a special train on the 
Pennsylvania lines and proceeded east­ 
ward. 
M ajor W ebb O. Hayes, as well 
as Colonel and Mrs. Myron I . Herrick, 
were of the eastbound patty leaving 
here. 
The cheers and the shouts of enthus­ 
iastic 
Cantonians, 
which welcomed 
President M cKinley and party to Can­ 
ton in the m orning, were more than 
duplicated last evening in bidding them 
farewell as they boarded the train to 
bear them tow ard the camp of volun­ 
teer soldiers at M ontauk Point. 
The 
reception comm ittee and the old Canton 
troop of horsemen, so conspicuous in 
the campaign which made W illiam Mc­ 
Kinley president, acted as escort to the 
departing train, as well as from tne ar­ 
riving train. 
The hour of departure, 
about 6 o'clock last night, made it pos­ 
sible for even a larger num ber of peo­ 
ple lo gather at the station to witness 
the departure and there was such cheer­ 
io.: aud enthusiasm as has not been 
manifested in Canton in m any a day 
from about the railroad grounds and 
the surrounding streets. 
The president seemed to greatly ap­ 
preciate the greetings of his old neigh­ 
bors and friends and just as the train 
was starting he stepped upon the rear 
platform to say a few words to them. 
He only had tim e to say:

Mciviuley's nephew, who is going to 
visit witn them for a time.

Kinley walked unattended about the 
streets near his old home, calling on 
some of his old neighbors and friends. 
Much of the afternoon he spent on the 
broad porch of the old Saxton home­ 
stead, which for so m any years was his 
C.intou home. 
Here he shook Uands 
with and greeted hundreds of his old 
friends, who broke over the generally 
observed plan of giving him the great­ 
est possible rest during his brief visit. 
At the same tim e Mrs. McKinley was 
informally entertaining m any of her old 
friends in the house, now occupied by 
her sister, Mrs. M. C. Barber. 
Among those who called upon the 
president were a num ber of soldiers in 
the volunteer service lately returned 
from Cuba, of whom Cautou furnished 
**ne 300 or 400.

“ I hadfheard about sick men being 
furloughed, and I determined to get one 
if possible, for I knew I would die in 
that place. 
I was growing weaker every 
day.“ Monday morning I got into my 
clothes and walked and crawled half a 
mile to the dispenser, and they gave 
me a furlough and a new suit. Then I 
crawled to General Wheeler’s head­ 
quarters, Ijwas too weak to walk, where 
somebody signed it. I returned to the 
hospital in the same way and stayed 
there. A big man had come in the 
morning and said an ambulance would 
be there to take us to the train, bat 
Doctor Hobbs came and said he coaid 
not get one. I told him I woald be at 
the depot before train time, and I was 
I got my bundle and started, and I never 
want to pass through a similar experi 
once. It was only half a mile but it 
seemed like IO. When I fell down I 
crawled a while, and then tried to walk 
again. Once I met some ladies and 
they pitied me and gave me some fruit. 
I ate it at once and felt better. I tell 
you I was glad when I reached the 
station and saw Doctor Hobbs and the 
boys ready to come home. From that 
time I got stronger, and now I feel 
pretty good. 
“I don’t know who is to blame, bot I 
am sure some one should be held re 
sponsible for the treatment sick soldiers 
receive in the detention hospital.”

"I wouldn’t like to pass through the 
experience again, for I don’t believe any 
man can stand very much of it. Life 
In those hospital tents, except the gen­ 
eral hospital at Montauk, is not calcu­ 
lated to make a man round and sleek 
and fat, for they give him so little atten­ 
tion that what food he does get is sim­ 
ply a waste of sick rations.” 
The speaker was Private Percy Al­ 
bright who came from Camp Wikoff the 
other day with Doctor Hobbs. He was 
remembered by his friends as a light 
hearted boy, but he came borne filled 
with those thoughts which do not make 
men smile and put pounds of flesh on 
their bones. Continuing he said : 
"I had been sick before we left Cuba, 
and spent the voyage in what they 
called the hospital of the ship. 
It was 
not a pleasant place at all, and when 
they scrubbed the deck above the water 
Came through in little streams. There 
was nothing to do but stand it for no 
One seemed to know a remedy. 
"When the voyage was over, we 
Were informed that we were to go to the 
hospital. Two men led me to where 
the ambulance would come, they said, 
and I lay down on a sack of something. 
In about five minutes it came, and I was 
pat in with two other mea, and we 
■tarted for the hospital. On our way 
we 
stopped 
at 
a small building, 
and 
the 
driver 
got 
each 
of 
us a pipe and some tobacco. 
When we 
reached the genera) hospital one man 
was pat off. and the rest of as were 
driven to the other about half a mile 
Over the hill. 
”11 consists of a number of tents, each 
supplied with accommodations for sev­ 
eral men. In ours there were five. Some­ 
body told me to take off my dottles, 
and I removed my coat and vest and 
lay down on the oot they said was mine. 
That was early in the evening, and I 
heard nothing until late that night, 
when an attendant came. 
He told me 
to remove my pants, and gave me a 
drink of water. That was the last I 
saw of him until the next evening, when 
he came and gave me some oat­ 
meal. 
It contained neither sugar nor 
milk, but he had some water for me. 
The oatmeal was the first food I had 
seen since Thursday and this was Fri­ 
day evening. 
We had spent Friday 
listening to the other patients curse at­ 
tendants and doctors for failing to at­ 
tend to them. One was a regular with 
something wrong with one eye and 
pretty sick. The doctor had not given 
him the slightest attention in three 
days.

no home and did not 
know where 
to go. It was a horrible day for me, 
and had it not been for that pipe, even 
though I did smoke on 
an empty 
stomach, I don’t know how I could have 
endured it. 
"Saturday morning the doctor came 
and asked if I was a new man. I an­ 
swered with the question as to where 
he had been, and he said he had been 
around all the time. He gave me a few 
pills aud went away. 
We got milk 
that day too, and from then on were 
treated pretty good, only the bread 
wouldn’t stay down. I had to vomit it 
up.

A Uakiu# Flag R siilv f on rn Mountain 
Top. 
The town of Pigeon, Pa., boasts of a 
novelty in the way of a flag pole which 
cannot be duplicated by any other town 
in the United States, aud all because of 
the enthusiasm of a Swede who has en­ 
joyed the air of free America only long 
enough to take out his first naturaliza­ 
tion palters. 
The people of the towu wanted to 
raise a flag pole, aud it was suggested 
by this young man that a tall pine tree 
standing cm the hilltop 800 feet above 
the level of the towu be made into a 
flag pole just where it stood, aud that 
he would volunteer to nail the flag to 


its top ana strip tne tree of its branches. 
The suggestion was accepted, aud on a 
given day the people flocked to the 
towu, 1,000 iu aum lier, to witness the 
novel flag raising. According to the 
previously arranged programme, the 
Swede was in his position by the side 
of the lone pine tree, standing at the 
top of the steep bluff, hundreds of feet 
above the towu aud beyond the sound 
of human voice. 
At 2 o’clock the signal to begin was 
“ wigwagged” to him, and he “ wig­ 
wagged” back “ All right” aud began 
climbing the tree, whic h rose with a 
beautiful straight trunk for 150 feet 
W ith the aid of climbers it was easy 
work to reach the lower branches, when 
he became hidden from the view of the 
crowd so far below him. In about ten 


minutes the people saw the topmost 
branches of the tree begin to fall and 
the bare trunk to appear. With the aid 
of a fieldgluss the work of the man in 
the tree top was closely watched as be 
stripped the branches away, sawed off 
the top, capping it with a gilt ball, 
then quickly nailed the large flag un­ 
derneath. It floated on the breeze, and 
the baud below started to play ‘‘The 
Stai Spangled Banner,” which was fol­ 
lowed by the singing of “ America” by 
that large gathering of people, so that 
both music aud soug reached the ear.- 
of the Swede far up the mountainside. 
Aud that is the way Pigeon came to 
have a flag waving 950 feet above toe 
level of her streets.—New York Trib­ 
une.

BOSTON’S NEW WONDER. 


B a h o f th e U niverse B oudin* th e Mo* 
‘ <a&niticent D epot In th e World. 
The self appreciation and superiority 
'ie city of Boston are soon to be in­ 
creased by the completion of the largest 
and finest railway station in the world. 
The new station, which is about half 
finished, covers 14 bj acres of ground. 
I v\ o acres are devoted to waiting rooms, 
offices, baggage, express, restaurant and 
or lier accommodations, two acres more 
to power, gas aud ice plants and shops 
for immediate repair, while the train 
shed alone covers ten acres. 
The wait­ 
ing room is 268 feet long, 85 feet wide 
aud 28 feet high. 
The ticket office is 
92 feet long, with 24 windows. 
The 
baggage room is more than 400 feet 
long and is divided into various sections 
for different railways that will have 
their terminals under the roof. 
The train shed is seven times greater 
than the famous St. Pancras station in 
London, and the new St. Louis depot, 
which is at present the largest in the 
world, could be placed inside of it and 
still leave considerable room on all 
sides. 
A partial idea of the immensity 
of the work of construction can be gain­ 
ed by the suggestion that four rnies of 
tracks will be placed under the shed 
and 3,400 square feet of mosaio have 
been contracted for to cover the floors 
of the office and waiting rooms of the 
building. 
Each stone in this mosaic 
w ill average about three-quarters of an 
inch square, and about 9,000,000 pieces 
w ill be used. 
The growing problem of suburban 
traffic and its interference with through 
traffic is here solved in a unique man­ 
ner. 
The train shed covers two stories. 
On the lower floor there is a loop for 
the accommodation of suburban trains 
only. 
They w ill separate from the 
through trains at some distance in the 
yard, descend a six track incline into a 
tunnel and emerge into a large and 
beautiful underground apartment, from 
which the streets are reached by sub­ 
ways. 
Outgoing suburban passengers 
approach the station by one set of tun­ 
nels; the incoming find their exit by 
another. 
The loop is so arranged as to 
accommodate 650 trains a day, giving 
ample time for them to be loaded and 
nnloaded. The platforms and the track- 
room are sufficient to handle 25,000 
passengers every half hour.— William 
E. Curtis in Chicago Record.

The insurgents have been battling 
with the Spanish forces for several days 
past and have driven them with heavy 
loss to Spain, a distance of over eleven 
miles, finally cooping them up in the 
citadel at Manila. 
Heavy firing has 
been going on in the interior for the 
past few hours, in fact ever since 5 :30 
a. rn., and the insurgents are said to be 
driving the enemy at all points. Volleys 
of musketry could be plainly heard a 
few moments since, in the direction of 
Manila. 
Dewey sent out an expedition the day 
before yesterday and captured a fort 
and between 900 and 1,000 Spanish 
prisoners. There are now 3,000 Spanish 
prisoners in confinement at Cavite. 
I have this information at the lips of 
Colonel A. L. Hawkins, and he assnres 
me that it can be relied upon. 
AU our 
men are in good health and spirits. We 
have not had a single death on board 
the Zealandia since oar departure from 
Frisco. 
Will follow this with any news 
of importance at the earliest opportun­ 
ity. Have had no chance to go on shore. 
Our letters will go by way of Hong 
Kong, aud must be prepaid at the rate 
of IO cents per ounce. 
Many of the 
men are without money. 
Hundreds of 
letters were placed in the mail bag 
today, after receiving the signature of 
Colonel Hawkins, the men deeming 
them all right for a safe passage home 
as has been the case in the past. 
When 
informed that IO cents per ounoe must 
be forthcoming they were all at sea and 
utterly confounded. 
Your correspond­ 
ent suggested that the mail matter be 
lamped and then raise the necessary 
sum for postage from the headquarters, 
the battery and the eight companies of 
the Tenth. 
Chaplain Hunter with his 
usual energy, at ouce took the matter in 
hand, and the boys who have no funds 
will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that their letters will sorely find their 
way home to loved ones. 
We do not know when we will be 
permitted to go ashore. Colonel Hawkins 
tells us to take matters easy, as we will 
have ample time to make preparations. 
Some of the troops of the first expedi­ 
tion are now alongside in small boats, 
and they state that there is very little 
sickness among them, the worst feature 
being diarrhoea, superinduced by fool­ 
ishly drinking unboiled water.

A N egro Boy W ho F ought at th e B attle 
o f Santiago. 
The officers of the Children’s society 
of New York the other evening were 
surprised to see a uniformed officer of 
the regular arm y enter their rooms at 
T w enty-third street and Fourth avenue 
leading by the hand a dim inutive negro 
boy, clad in garm ents much too big for 
him aud which for the greater part had 
been constructed of cast off garm ents of 
troopers. The officer said he was Major 
Powell, a surgeon from the United 
States transport Rio Grande. 
The lad, 
he said, was Herbert Horner, 8 years 
old, whose father, a member of the 
N inth cavalry, was killed at the battle 
of El Caney. * 
The boy told Agent King that two 
years ago be lived w ith his parents at 
Tampa, Fla., and that his m other came 
to New York. 
Since then he had not 
seen her. 
A few months ago, the lad 
said, he w ent w ith his father to Fernan­ 
dina, Fla., where the latter enlisted. 
A fter the father had been killed at El 
Caney Captain West of Troop A, Sixth 
cavalry, took the little fellow as a mas­ 
cot, and the boy rem ained w ith that 
command until the troop reached Camp 
Wikoff. 
There he was turned over to 
M ajor Powell. The boy asserts that he 
saw the battle of Santiago and helped 
to kill Spaniards. M ajor Powell says 
the troop also declared the boy was with 
them nuder fire and was not in the least 
alarmed and even assisted the injured 
as best he could.

The strik­ 
ers are said to have voted several times 
to hang the Overholts, but were pre­ 
vented by their leaders from commit­ 
ting violence.

The synod yesterday afternoon held 
an interesting session. At 2 o’clock the 
meeting was opened with devotional ex­ 
ercises led by Rev. L. O. Hannner. The 
first business transacted was the re­ 
ceiving of four ministers into the synod. 
They are D. W. Michael, Donegal. Pa.; 
E. L. Reed, West Newton, Pa.; G. E. 
Kranth, Cleveland, and J. E. Whitteker, 
Rochester, Pa. 
Paul Clemen, for some time a student 
at Thiel college, was recommended for 
ordination. 
When he receives a call 
this will be conferred upon him. 
A report of the secretary showed that 
since the last meeting of the synod 12 
ministers had been received in the con­ 
ference. 
The report of the Slavonic missionary 
was read and aroused much interest 
among the members. 
Dr. G. H. Geisinger, of Pittsburg, of 
the 
executive 
committee, 
reported 
that the committee recommended that 
suitable memorials be drafted in respect 
to three members of the conference who 
died recently. They are Rev. Ernest 
Co8sman. D. D., of Tun en borg, mission­ 
ary to Nova Scotia; Rev. David McKee 
and Rev. J. R. Titzel, professors in 
Thiel college, at Greenville, Pa. The 
three died since the last meeting of the 
synod 
Unfinished business of no important 
character occupied much time, after 
which the session was adjourned by 
prayer by Rev. J. K. Mil horn 
A large audience was present when 
the evening session was opened, with 
devotional exercises.

The ipinutes of the last meeting were 
approved, and 20 minutes were occupied 
in presenting notice of business that will 
be presented for discussion before final 
adjournment. 
A blank form was ordered printed 
and 
distributed among the 
various 
churches for them to report the benevo­ 
lent collections to the treasurerer of the 
synod. 
The matter of changing the meeting 
time of the session caused much dis­ 
cussion. 
The time desired is iu the 
spring instead of the summer as is now 
the custom 
The subject will be acted 
upon next Monday. 
Rev. I. O. Baker, of the committee on 
apportionments, made a lengthy report. 
Appeals for funds will be made before 
the session closes Monday. 
The report of the board of trustees of 
Thiel college at Greenville occupied 
considerable time. The report showed 
that daring the year HH students were 
enrolled in the college, and of this 
number seven 
had graduated from 
the general college oourse, and were 
now prepared to enter the seminary.

TO DRIVE OUT DISEASE. 


Profww'ir T r^fry’n No?*)! P lan F or R ecla im 
lo g the late o f C aba. 
Professor Nelson G. Trefry of Toledo 
has proposed to the United States gov 
eminent a novel and practicable method 
for ridding the Cuban isle of the fever 
and death laden airs. The proposition 
is looked upon so favorably that gov­ 
ernment officials are corresponding with 
the professor regarding his plan. Pro 
fessor Trefry claims that Cuba and the 
other plague infested isles of the south 
era seas eau be made perfectly health} 
by systems of drainage combined with 
the growing of the eucalyptus globulus, 
or blue gum tree of Australia. Thin 
tree is known to scientists to be a nat­ 
ural disinfectant. 
Professor Trefry as­ 
serts that the planting of the gum tree 
will work marvelous results. Territory 
which has been as good as uninhabit­ 
able on account of the poisonous, germ 
laden water and air has been literally 
transformed. The tree will thrive in 
marshes with water three to five feet 
deep. 
Mr. Trefry says it is the in ten 
tion of the United States government tc 
inaugurate this plan in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and other places w here Americans 
will rush as soon as peace has been 
fully aud finally declared. The wood 
and oil of the blue gum is highly prized 
from a mercantile standpoint, and it is 
believed that any outlay now made in 
this line will be amply repaid after 
the districts are reclaimed.—Chicago 
Ti rn es-Hera Id.
